In Luke the fifth chapter, verse 10, we have the record of 
one of Peter’s great crises (he had many, as you know) when 


the Lord Jesus said to him, 


“Fear not; from henceforth thou shalt catch men.” 


Peter’s Crisis 

This is not the first time Peter 
really came in contact with the 
Lord Jesus. You remember, he 
met Him down in Judea when his 
own brother brought him to the 
Lord (John 1:28, 40-42), but he 
had gone back to his fishing nets 
in Galilee. Peter was saved in Ju- 
dea, he loved the Lord, but he was 
not winning souls. The Lord came 
to him and gave him a blessing, 
and then Peter said, “Depart from 
me; for I am a sinful man, O 
Lord.” I have often wondered why 
Peter said that. I believe it was 
because he realized he had failed 
the Lord. He had not seen all that 
God had wrapped up for him in 
the very beginning of his conver- 
sion. Jesus said, “Fear not; from 
henceforth (from this moment on) 
thou shalt catch men.” Peter fell 
on his face and repented and said, 
‘Lord, I am a sinner.’ He became 
a great soul winner after that. 
Oh! it is a great time in any man’s 
life when he confesses he has been 
careless about souls, and when 
Christ says to him, “From hence- 
forth thou shalt catch men.” 


God Wants Fruit 


It is important for us to see that 
if we are going to win souls to our 
Lord we must get cleaner and 
cleaner and cleaner. The reason 
that God cannot save any more 
souls through my life and yours 
than He is saving is that we are 
not clean enough. That is the 
teaching of John 15. When a 
branch brings forth fruit, He 
cleanseth it in order that it may 
bring forth more fruit. God is al- 
ways hunting for fruit.in our lives. 
Paul wrote to the Romans and 
said, ‘I want to go to Rome that 
I may have some fruit.’ And, fac- 
ing death, he said in his letter to

the Philippians, “For to me... to 
die is gain. But if I live in the flesh, 
this is the fruit of my labour” 
(Phil. 1:21, 22). Paul could not 
imagine his staying down here 
without fruit. It is said of John 
Bunyan that he remarked on one 
occasion, “I can stand anything, 
if I can just have fruit. If I can 
see men turning to God, then I am 
happy.” 

Matthew Henry is quoted as say- 
ing that if a person labored for 
forty years and brought just one 
soul to Jesus that Person’s life has 
not been wasted. But oh, beloved, 
what about these Christians who 
do not win any souls?

Here is a wonderful story which 
illustrates how God invites people 
to the wedding supper in Heaven.

He said a king made 
a marriage for his son and at sup- 
per time sent his servant to say 
to those who were bidden, “Be- 
hold, I have prepared my dinner: 
my oxen and my fatlings are kill- 
ed, and all things are ready: come 
unto the marriage.” 


The heavenly Father is the King 
who is going to make the mar- 
iage. The Lord Jesus is-the Bride- 
groom. Christians, all saved peo- 
ple, are to be the bride. All of us 
who accept Christ will be present 
at that time. Sometimes the Scrip- 
tures speak of those who will at- 
tend as the bride. Sometimes they 
speak of them as bridesmaids, ag 
in Matthew 25 when speaking of 
the ten virgins. This passage 
speaks of those who attend as the 
guests. But they are the same peo- 
ple, those who accept Christ as 
Saviour.

hath not flesh and bone as ye see 
me have.’ He, the resurrected 
Saviour, with a resurrected body 
that the disciples could handle and 
feel, said, ‘Have you anything here 
to eat?’ They brought Him a broil- 
ed fish and an honeycomb, and 
Jesus ate before them. 

In Heaven we are going to have 
bodies that eat and drink, the 
Scripture makes clear. And all the 
saints gathered together in Heaven 
are one day going to sit down at 
that heavenly feast. I want you to 
think about the feast, that supper, 
tonight. 


The Heavenly Supper Is 
Prepared and Free For All 
Consider first that all things are 

ready. People are sometimes in- 
vited to dinner and then have to 
pay for their own meal. But the 
Lord Jesus invites you to come 
and sit down at the heavenly wed- 
ding, invites you to come and dine 
free. Everything is ready. He said, 
“My oxen and my fatlings are kill- 
ed, and all things are ready: come 
unto the marriage” (Matt. 22:4). 
And here in Luke 14:17 He says, 
“Come: for all things are now 
ready.” The Master furnishes the 
feast and it is free. 

That is the wonderful thing 
about salvation. I am not trying 
to sell you a bill of goods. I am not 
trying to get you to buy some- 
thing. I am nof asking you to set 
out to work your way to Heaven. 
I am not asking you if you think 
you can make it. I am saying it is 
all free. God has paid everything 
for you. The Lord Jesus died, and 
when God the Father saw His Son 
die on the cross, when He saw the 
blood poured out there, He said, 
‘That pays for everything. Nobody 
else need pay anything in the 
world for salvation. The price has 
already been paid. When My Son 
died it settled this matter forever.’ 


ing to receive Jesus, that is ac- 
cepting salvation, that is accept- 
ing Heaven. Everything is free if 
you will open your heart and put 
your trust in Jesus. 

The next thing I want you to no- 
tice about this wedding supper is 
that all are invited. 


You say, “Brother Rice, am I in- 
vited?”’

sage of Scripture in the twenty- 
second chapter of Matthéw where

he was dying of pneumonia. When 
I went to see him he was crying. 
I asked, 

“What are you crying about, 
Fellow? You are saved.” 

He said, “Yes, I’m saved, preach- 
er, and I’m not afraid to die, but I 
am ashamed to die.” 

I said, “What do you mean when 
you say you are ashamed to die?” 

“Well,” he said, “I have been 
saved a whole year and I haven't 
won anybody to Jesus. I am ask- 
ing God to let me live long enough 
to win just one soul to Jesus.” 

He thought it was a shame to 
die after having lived one year 
without winning any souls to the 
Lord Jesus. How long has it been 
since you have won a soul to 
Jesus? Have you ever won a soul? 

Now another passage that I want 
to read to you is Matthew 9:36, the 
words of our Lord concerning .a 
passion for souls. 

“But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with com- 
passion on them, because they 
fainted, and were scattered abroad, 
as sheep having no shepherd. Then 
saith he unto his disciples, the 
harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few; Pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that 
he will send forth labourers into 
his harvest.” 


Christ's Tears 

We notice first of all that Christ 
had a passion for souls. ‘When he 
saw the multitudes, he had com- 
passion on them.’ When our Lord 
was dying He had time to win a 
soul to Himself. Everywhere He 
went He was in the business of 
winning souls to Himself. “He 
MUST needs go through Sam- 
aria.” Why? There was a poor sin- 
ner up there that He had to win 
to Himself. ‘Zacchaeus, make 
haste, come down; out of that tree, 


ijfor today I MUST abide at thy 


house’ (Luke 19:5). Why that 
“must”? Because Zacchaeus was 
a lost soul that Jesus must win to 
Himself. “I MUST preach the 
kingdom of God to other cities al- 


so: for therefore am I sent” (Luke 
4:43). Why that compelling “must’’? 
Because men are lost! He wept 
over the city of Jerusalem. Jesus 
looked beneath the exterior; He 
saw people lost and perishing and 
going to Hell. I tell you, beloved, 
He had a passion for souls. That 
was the characteristic thing about 
the Lord Jesus Christ.

We are to have a passion for | 


souls too. How we need tears to- 
day; tears and heartaches and sor- 
rows for others! Dr. Dale of Bir- 
mingham said that D. L. Moody 
was the only man he knew during 
his day who had a right to preach 
on Hell, because he did it with a 
sob in his voice and tears in his 
heart. I tell you, beloved, all of us 
fught to be preaching Hell just 
like that. We ought to be speaking 
the truth, but we ought to be 
speaking it in love. We ought to 
be speaking it with a sob in our 
voice and a tear in every word. 


Paul’s Tears 


Paul had a passion for swuls. 
You remember the record in Acts, 
chapter 20, where he said, “Re- 
member, that by the space of three 
years I ceased not to warn every 
one night and day with tears,” and 
again, “I... have shewed you, 
and have taught you publicly, and 
from house to house... repent- 
ance toward God, and faith toward 

our Lord Jesus Christ.” The man 
Paul had a great passion for souls.

Even the men of the 
house will be there because they 
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do not have jobs. [It was during 
the depression]. I was down there 
Saturday night and took a girl a 
pair 0& shoes so she could come 
to Sunday School. They called in 
the neighbors and we sang and 
prayed, Everybody came piling 
in to see what the preacher had to 
say. Go down there where they 


‘are poor, where they don’t have 


anything, and somebody will lis- 
ten to you. If you can’t get the 
up-and-outs, get the down-and- 
outs.” 


The blessed gospel must be 
preached. Go and compel them 
to come in . There is somebody 
you ought to go to see and get to 
this meeting. Go with a burden, 
go with all your soul and get peo- 
ple to come to this revival and 
hear the gospel. Then when I give 
the invitation, get them to come 
down the aisle and take my hand 
as a token that they are repent- 
ing of their sins and trusting Jesus 
to save them. God has a work for 
servants to do. Aren’t you glad 
of that? 


Lying Excuses For Turning 
Down Christ 


Now, I come to the excuses. 
Isn't it strange that people would 
not want to go to Heaven? How 
wicked, how perverted, how un- 
godly are the hearts of men who 
do not come to Jesus the first time 
they ever hear that God loves 
them! 


I heard Brother Anthony Zeolli, 


famous evangelist, tell how he 
was a prisoner. He had been a 
pickpocket and a thief. In the 


jail a negro man was saved. The 
negro told him he could trust the 
Lord and be saved. He got in- 
terested. Somebody brought a 
Testament and he wanted to read 
it. He was away in a small cell. 
Away up high there was a little 
light. He got a big box, put a 
chair on top of it and got up there 
so he could read the Testament 
by that little dim light. He found 
John 5:24, the verse the colored 
man had told him about. He read 
it. For the first time he saw how 
to be saved, and immediately he 
turned to Jesus and was saved. 
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God has been running some of 
you down. He has been chasing 
you, has been pleading with you 
for twenty or thirty or forty 
years; and yet you have gone on 
in sin. How wicked that is! 


These people about whom we 
read made excuses and turned the 
messenger down. You would 
think everybody would want to 
go to a big wedding feast given 
by a prominent man. But they 
did not. They began to make ex- 
cuses. “The first said unto him, 
I have bought a piece of ground, 
and I must needs go and see it: 
I pray thee have me excused. And 
another said, I have bought five 
yoke of oxen, and I go to prove 
them: I pray thee have me ex- 
cused. And another said, I have 
married a wife, and therefore I 
cannot come.” (He didn’t even 
say, “Excuse me.”) 


I want you to notice these three 
excuses. They are very silly and 
unreasonable excuses. The first 
mah said, ‘I have a piece of 
ground. I have already bought it. 
It is supper time now, but I must 
go to see it tonight.’ In the first 
place, he should have waited un- 
til daylight. He could have seen 
it better then than he could have 
at supper time. In the second 
place, it probably would have 
been there the next morning. I 
do not see what his hurry was. It 
looks pretty silly to me that he 
bought a piece of ground he never 
saw. 


Now here is a fellow who says, 
‘I have already bought a piece of 
ground and I must go to see it to- 
night. I can’t go to the supper. 
I have been invited a long time, 
and I know it; but I just can’t go. 
I beg you to have me excused.’ 


That sounds fishy to me. Doesn’t 
it to you? I do not believe he 
wanted to go to the supper, do you? 
No sir! Jesus told us of that silly 
excuse so you would see how silly 
your excuses sound when you 
turn down the Saviour. 


Another fellow said, “I have 
bought five yoke of oxen and I go 
to prove them. It is nighttime, 
but I am going to hitch them up 
and prove them.” I rather think 
that could be translated, “I am 
going to break them in.” 


I never did break oxen, but I 
have broken mules. It is bad 
enough to hitch one young mule 
in with a good old solid mare, tie 
him back to her hames, and break 
him. 

It is hard enough to break mules 
in the daytime. What sense would 
there be in hitching up five yoke 
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of oxen, new oxen, to try them 
out in the night? 

Another man said, “I have mar- 
ried a wife and I cannot come.” He 
ought to have known she had 
newer clothes then than she would 
have after two or three years! He 
ought to have taken her to the 
wedding feast while he could. My 
wife did not get any new clothes 
for two years after she married 
this poor preacher. We skimped 
and saved and went on to Sem- 
inary classes together. 

Another thing, his wife prob- 
ably weighed 117 pounds. She 
would weigh 170 in a few years. 
He should have taken her while 
he could. All you men know it 
was a good deal easier to take 
your wife out to dinner when you 
were first married than 
later when you had five or six lit- 
tle children to take along with 
you. 

What I want you to see is that 
the excuse which this man made 
for not going to the supper was a 
silly excuse. Evidently the man 
said, “I do not want to go. You 
need not even apologize. Just tell 
Him that I am married and am 
not interested—I am not coming.” 

The reason Jesus told us about 
these foolish excuses was that all 
the excuses made for not being a 
Christian are just as silly. They 
are not only silly; they are also 
lies. 
excuses really do not want salva- 
tion. There is just one reason why 
anybody here is not a Christian. 
That reason is found in the Gospel 
of John, chapter three, beginning 
with verse 19: “And this is the 
condemnation, that light is come 
into the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds were evil. For 
every one that doeth evil hateth 
the light, neither cometh to the 
light, lest his deeds should be re- 
proved. But he that doeth truth 
cometh to the light, that his deeds 
may be made manifest, that they 
are wrought in God.” 


A man who really wants to do 
right turns to Jesus the first time 
he ever hears about Him. A man 
who turns down Jesus never does 
it for a good reason. There is not 
any good reason for turning down 
Christ. If you are not a Christian 
tonight it is only because of some 
wicked, hellish, sinful reason. 


“Well,” you say, “Brother Rice, 
I am a good man. I am doing 
the best I know how to do.” No 
sir, you are not a good man. You 
are not doing the best you know. 
You are not doing right. You are 
not even trying to do right! If 
you were you would run to Jesus 
Christ and beg Him for mercy, 
trust Him as your Saviour and 
then love Him and serve Him. 
Every reason, so called, that you 
give for not being a Christian is 
not a reason; it is a lying excuse. 
There is not any good reason for 
turning down Jesus Christ. If you 
are not saved tonight it is because 
you love sin and do not want to 
do right and will not hear the 
voice of God because you do not 
want to. 


Jesus tells us about these silly 
excuses to show us how silly and 
foolish is any excuse any man 
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it was)

tian.

may be giving. Maybe you Say, 
“Well, Brother Rice, I am as good 
as other people are.” Maybe you 
are, but let me tell you what God 
Says about you. In Romans 3:22- 
23 the Scripture says: “. . . for 
there is no difference: For all have 
sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God.” You might be as 
good as anybody on topside of the 
earth, but you will go to Hell if 
you do not get under the blood. 
You are a sinner. “There is none 
righteous, no, not one... They 
are all gone out of the way... 
there is none that doeth good, no, 
not one.” You are not good; you 
are a sinner! In Isaiah 53:6 we 
are told: “All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way.” You are a 
sinner! 

In Jeremiah 17:9 the Scripture 
tells us: “The heart is deceitful 
above all things, and desperately 
wicked: who can know it?” You 
see you are a sinner, and you are 
going to die and go to Hell if you 
do not repent. 

In Luke 13:3-5 Jesus says, “I 
tell you, Nay: but, except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 
If you do not repent you are go- 
ing to perish. It is turn or burn! 
I do not care how good you are. 
You may say, “I am a nice wo- 
man,” but you are going to fry 
just the same as anybody else if 
you do not repent of your sins. 
You may say, “I am a good moral 
man. I gave money to the Red 
Cross and Community Chest.” But 
you are going to fry in Hell just 
the same as the vilest sinner who 
ever lived if you do not repent of 
your sins. God intends for you 
to repent, and if you do not do it 
you are not going to be saved. You 
are going to Hell. You are not 
good enough to keep out of Hell. 
You need not brag on your moral- 
ity. The blood of Jesus Christ is 
the only passport to Heaven, and 
if you are not under the blood, if 
you have not been converted and 
born again, you are lost and will 
miss Heaven unless you get that 
settled. 


Somebody says, “Well, Brother 
Rice, I am a church member. I 
have been baptized.” Somebody 
may say, “I have always been 
good. I have been in a church 
since I was a child.” It is bad 
enough to go to Hell anyway; but. 
oh, how I pity the man who goes 
to Hell from a church! 

What if you have been bap- 
tized? Did it change your heart 
when you were baptized? Did it 
make your heart white because 
you had some water on the out- 
side. You went down into the 
water, it may be, a dry sinner. 
and came up a wet sinner. But 
you had the same dirty, rotten, 
black heart when you came out 
that you had when you went in. 
Water will not change the heart. 
I am for baptism if a person has 
something to be baptized about. 
I am not for baptism if it is a ly- 
ing hypocrisy, if it is an insincer- 
ity, if it is a false show, if it says 
what is not true. No person .ought 
ever to be baptized until he is 
saved. 

You say, “But, Brother Rice, my 
name is on the church book.” Ju- 
das Iscariot had his name on a 
church book, too; and he is in Hell 
tonight. Paul the apostle had his 
name on a church book when he 
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was a lost sinner. John Wesley 
had his name on a church book 
when he was a preacher, but he 
was not converted. Il warn you 
now that being a church member 
is not enough. You must be born 
again! 

Somebody says, “Brother Rice, 
I am afraid I can’t hold out.” Well, 
I am afraid, too, that you can’t 
hold out. But suppose that you 
really wanted to live right worse 
than you do now. Suppose you let 
Jesus Christ come into your heart 
and the Holy Spirit of God live 
within you. Then if you tried to 
live right, if you read your Bible 
and prayed and went to church, 
don’t you think you could live 
some better than you are now liv- 
ing? 

The real truth is that you do not 
want to live right. If you did, you 
would run to Jesus and beg Him 
to help you. The fellow who says, 
“TIT am afraid I can’t live right and 
therefore I will not be converted,” 
really means, “I don’t want to live 
right! I want to go on in my sins!” 
But that is an alibi that some 
preacher will swallow. Everybody 
knows that if you wanted to live 
right you would ask Jesus to help 
you. You would trust Jesus and 
let the blood cleanse you. You 
would want the Spirit of God 
within you. You would want your 
life made new and your heart 
made right. You would want to 
be converted if you really wanted 
to live right. That is a lying ex- 
cuse. You are not sincere. If you 
really wanted to live right, you 
would go to Jesus Christ and ask 
Him to save you and let Him 
make your heart right. You say, 
“Well, I would still make mis- 
takes.” Yes, you would; but you 
would have a different heart, and 
you would have the Saviour who 
would be ready to help you do 
right. 

Somebody says, “Well, I don’t 
feel like being saved yet.” How 
do you suppose you ought to feel 
to be saved? Incidentally, the 
Bible does not say how you ought 
to feel. But I will tell you how 
you ought to feel. You ought to 
fee] like saying, “I am an old sin- 
ner going to Hell, and I am play- 
ing the fool to put off getting 
saved.” 


You say, “Brother Rice, don’t 
you think you ought to have a cer- 
tain amount of conviction?” The 


Bible does not say how much. lf 
you are convicted enough to know 
you are a sinner and if you want 
to be saved, then you can put your 
trust in Jesus and He will save 
you. Anybody who wants to be 
saved can be saved. 

How do you have to feel before 
you call a doctor? There is no 
law about that, is there? A sensi- 
ble man calls a doctor when he i: 
sick, doesn’t he? 


How do you have to feel before 
you make a deposit of money in a 
bank? You just have to feel like 
risking the bank. 

How does a man who is in jail 
for a crime have to feel before he 
gets a lawyer and turns his case 
over to the lawyer? Feeling is 
not the point. The point is he is 
turning his case over to somebody 
who can help him. If I weXe you 
and were a sinner and knew it 
and wanted to be saved, then feel-

of my sins. And repentance does 
not mean weeping; repentance 
means a heart-turning. I would 
say tonight, “I know.I am a sin- 
ner. I am sorry of it and I am 
going to ask Jesus to save me.” 
People are not saved by feeling. 
They are saved by Christ. If you 
are willing to turn your back on 
your sins and trust Him to save 
you, He will do it. Anybody who 
says he is waiting for feeling, is 
just using that excuse as an alibi 
for going on in his sins. 
Somebody else says, “Well, 
Brother Rice, there are hypocrites 
in the church.” You are right; 
there are hypocrites in the church. 
But there are also hypocrites in 
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the grocery stores. There are also 
hypocrites in the hotels. Hypo- 
crites ride trains. I notice you still 
ride trains. Hypocrites own auto- 
mobiles. I see you still run an 
automobile. There are hypocrites 
here in Spokane. Isn't it strange 
that you never did think of mov- 
ing out of Spokane because some 
hypocrites live here? I1 see you 
do not mean business. I see that 
that is a lying alibi. 
that is not a real reason. 

Maybe there are some hypo- 
crites in the church—maybe there 
are! 
you out of the lodge. The fact 
that some hypocrites bank their 


money does not keep you from) 
banking your money. The fact 
that some hypocrites have jobs 


does not keep you from getting a 
job. So you are not sincere about 
it. Sure there are some hypo- 
crites in the church, but the hypo- 
crites in the church, if they are 
not truly converted, are going to 
Hell. And that is where you are 
going if you do not trust Christ 
and get saved. Hell is going to be 
full of hypocrites. You will be 
right in the middle of them; in 
fact, you will be as big hypocrité 
as any of them. I tell you the 
real hypocrite is a man with a 
dirty, rotten heart who does not 
love God, who does not read his 
Bible, who takes God’s name in 
vain, who goes on and lives for 
the devil. He does not want to be 
‘saved. He will not listen to Jesus 
Christ. The Holy Spirit calls and 
calls and he turns Him down. And 
yet he talks about hypocrites in 
the church. The poorest, weakest 
man or woman in the church who 
has trusted Christ and who tries 
to do what Jesus wants him to 
do, is better than you are. You 
doe not want to do right. You do 
not even try to, do you? You like 
to run down some weak Christian. 
With you it is deliberate. With 
others it may be weakness. You 
run down others who try to do 
right when you do not even want 
to do right and will not turn to 
Jesus, will not let Him save your 
soul. I tell you frankly that I do 
not have respect for that kind of 
thing. 

Suppose Simon Peter had said 
to John the apostle, “I have learn- 
ed that Judas Iscariot is a hypo- 
crite and is going to Hell. Since 
Judas is a hypocrite let’s all turn 
Jesus down and go to Hell, too.” 
Now, wouldn’t that have been 
bright? Wouldn’t that have been 
intelligent? But you say, “Well, 
some people in the church are 
hypocrites and so I am going to 
Hell.” Isn't that smart? I tell 
you, you had better repent of your 
sins and turn away from your ly- 
ing excuses! 

Somebody says, “Well, Brother 
Rice, I know you are right and I 
am going to |? saved, but not 
now. Another time I am going to 
be saved.” No, you do not have 
any say about another time. You 
can say, “No,” about now: but 
you cannot say, “Yes,” nor “No,” 
about another time. God gives 
you today. He will not give you 
tomorrow, maybe. Today is the 
day of salvation. “Today if ye 
will hear his voice, harden not 
your hearts.” If you ever plan to 
be saved, turn to Jesus, trust Him 
and love Him and be saved to- 
night. God is calling you.

After a service the other day 
one of my friends introduced me 
to a couple of his neighbors.

We need some of that 
holy boldness—not flashiness, not 
foolishness, not display. God for- 
bid that we ever do things to be 
seen of men. You know what that 
means, hyprocisy. But along with 
the matter of hypocrisy, we need 
to watch about this matter of tim- 
idity, the fear of speakihg to lost 
souls whenever or wherever the 
opportunity presents itself. Some 
have a fear that is not. wholesome, 
a fear that the early church did not 
know anything about nor give evi- 
dence of.

Soon tears were rodlling 
down the superintendent’s cheeks 
as he saw himself lost. The pas- 
sion of Jesus swept through Pete’s 
soul, and he said, “Brother, let’s 
pray.” Down on their knees they 
went, and the superintendent re- 
pented of his sins and accepted 
Jesus and was gloriously saved. 
When they got up, Pete said,

is the sin of silence when I ought 
to be speaking. We ought to be 
speaking to everybody. We ought 
not to take it for granted that any- 
one is saved. Rather, we ought to 
take it for granted that everyone 
is LOST until they tell us with 
burning lips that they know the 
Lord Jesus. 

One thing ought to give us 
heartache, and that is the fact that 
opportunities to speak for Christ 
come our way—never, never to 
return—and we pass them by! 
That one fact distresses me more 
than anything else. Oh, if I died 
tonight I wouldn’t be too sorry 
about not reading my Bible—I 
have tried to do that, and I want 
to do more of it. I wouldn’t be too 
sorry about praying—I have tried 
to pray. I am ashamed of my 
prayer-life, and want to do more 
of it, but I have tried to pray day 
by day. And I have tried to do 
some other things. But I am 
ashamed that God has brought me 
in contact with precious, Hell- 
bound, dying souls to whom I have 
not spoken about the Lord Jesus! 
They have passed on into the 
night, and those opportunities will 
never come my way again! Oh, 
beloved, we ought to win them 
everywhere! 


Why We Should Win Souls 

The next thought is, Why win 
them? I want to suggest two 
things. First, 

Because They Are Lost, 
because they are in sin. They are 
lost. I don’t know of a better rea- 
son to win them. 

A girl came to me in one of my 
meetings and said, 

“My daddy is coming tonight. 
You will see him sitting in the 
front row. I want you to pray that 
he will be saved.” Then she start- 
ed to cry. 

I said, ““What is wrong?” 

She said, “Dad and Mother lived 
in Detroit. They were sweet folks, 
they never did wicked things, but 
they just left Jesus out of their 
lives. The other day a terrible ac- 
cident happened, and Mama was 
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coming here tonight. I want you 
to pray that he will be saved.” 

All during the service I noticed 
him as he sat over to my right. 
When I gave the invitation, that 
man came to God. That man did 
not need a sermon. When death 
struck his wife and tore her from 
his arms and hurled her into eter- 
nity, he had the biggest sermon he 
will have. He wept as he came to 
God. The people were shaken to 
the very foundation of their souls 


as he stood and said, “I am glad 


I am saved tonight, but it is too 
late for my wife. We waited too 
late.” 

I just wonder if there are not 
many souls going into eternity as 
that soul did, souls to whom some 
one could have earnestly witness- 
ed. I wonder if anybody ever seri-

God Will Require Their Blood 
at Our Hands 


In Ezekiel 33, we read, “O Son 
of man, I have set thee a watch- 
man unto the house of Israel; 
therefore thou shalt hear the word 
at my mouth, and warn them from 
me. When I say unto the wicked, 
O wicked man, thou shalt surely 
die; if thou dost not speak to 
warn the wicked from his way, 
that wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand.” 

That is a terrible passage, isn’t 
it? “His blood will I require at 
thine hand.”’ Blood required! It is 
a terrible thing to stand before 
God with the blood of precious 
souls on our hands. 

An English clergyman came 
downstairs to the breakfast table 
one morning. Evidently he had had 
a sleepless night, and his wife ask-

I do believe it. This is the word 
of Scripture. This is the Word of 
God, and every word of God is 
pure. Paul said, “I am pure from 
the blood of all men.” I will not 
believe that he failed to inquire 
about the spiritual condition of 
ANY PERSON with whom he 
came in contact. I believe that he 
warned every person he met.

Blood Required
